During the second great world 
war France’s Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle said privately to a number 


of Alliec leaders 
that he regarded 
himself “as the 
Joan of Arc of 
& moderi France.”’ 
& He was entirely 
sincere. This led 
him to try to act 
alone and to re- 
fuse cooperation. 


The Allied lead- 
ers tried desper- 
ately to like him. They had scant 
success. Respect they had. Ad- 
miration, too, was there. But al- 
most no one could get along with 
the tall, arrogant man who had 
entertained a mystic faith that 
God himself had chosen him, as 
He had the peasant Joan of Arc, 
to work out the destiny of France. 
So unreliable was he as a re- 
ceiver of confidential news that 
the decision to strike across the 
channel against Hitler was with- 
held until it was begun. 


After the Monday press con- 
ference, which was a shrewd in- | 
citement of his partisans and the | 
average Frenchman as well, De 
Gaulle went back to his village, 
Colombey-des-Deux-Englises. It is | 
a. three-hour drive from Paris. | 
He expects to be called. And he | 
prefers that to a coup d'etat. 

France now has two choices. | 
Her decision may come today if 
the Pflimlin government falls. 

She can either summon De/| 
Gaulle to be premier, or form a 
so-called popular “front govern- 
ment.””

Therefore, 
from every viewpoint save that 
of communism, De Gaulle is pref- 
erable. But it is not a happy 
choice. With De Gaulle in office

Gen. De Gaulle served as pre- 
mier-president of France {rom the 
fall of 1944 to Jan. 20, 1946. 

On that day he stalked out in 
disgust and revirei to his village 
where he now awaits yet another 
call. Observers had noted that 
the soldier was always uneasy as 
an administrator. He came to of- 
fice with an appeal to the pride 
and dignity of the people. But 
they did not respond.

The general became testy, argu- | 
mentative and exasperated. He | 
was no longer a leader. Confront- | 
ed with the tedious, slow, red-tape |

On Jan. 20, 1946, with no warn- 
ing, he retired. He left behind 
eonfusion, dismay, disorganization 
and uncertainty. The great sol- | 
dier who had refused to admit de- | 
feat and who had won eternal | 
glory for his name, had quit un-| 
der fire as a political adminis- 
trator. | 

For the Communists, this resig- | 
nation was an open door. They 
could never have defeated him in 
direct attack. When he departed 
they were left as the strongest | 


party in the field and the only one | 
with a disciplined organization. 
They began immediately to drive 
a wedge between Socialists and

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NATO Future Is 
In French Hands 


In France Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
moves toward power. He decries a dicta- 
torship yet calmly asks for total author- 
ity. 

Even those who dislike and distrust 
men who want such powers see in the 
disintegrating French situation a hopeless 
impotency which cannot continue. It will 
either be De Gaulle or the chaos of a 
popular front government ‘in which the 
Comrhunists would be a part. Confronted 
with such a choice, De Gaulle looks to be 
lesser of the two evils. 

For the United States and her NATO 
allies the outlook is one of danger and 
trouble. 

The American taxpayers have invest- 
ed in France more than $1,000,000,000 in 
pipelines, communications, dock and mili- 
tary installations. Paris is the center of 
the NATO organization. All strategic 
plans developed for possible Russian ag- 
gression are built on a blueprint of op- 
erating from France. The pipelines supply 
oil to designated areas. Telephone and 
radar installations are a part of the net- 
work of defense. 

Gen. de Gaulle is not too friendly to 
NATO though none knows what his 
course would be if he does, as it seems 
he will, manage to assume power. But, 
long before De Gaulle, France had sub- 
ordinated her own role in NATO. Most of 
her troops long ago were sent to Algeria. 
As between defense of NATO or her 
African colony, France will throw all she 
has into the latter. 

If France should prove unreliable as 
a NATO defense headquarters, then West 
Germany will be asked to provide that 
site. Whether her strong Socialist Party 
would be willing remains to be seen. To 
accept the central offices of NATO would 
be to: invite immediate attack and the 
German people are not yet prepared to 
like that possibility. 7

Maybe DeKalb’s Action 
Is Good Luck Omen 


DeKalb County commissioners and the 
Stone Mountain Memorial Assn. have ar- 
rived at a happy solution to the problem 
of transferring 400 acres of county-owned 
land to the state for development as a 
park. 

The commissioners quite sensibly de- 
cided to deed the property to the state 
for $1 and “other valuable considera- 
tions.” Apparently this overcomes a tech- 
nicality under which the commissioners 
could not give the property away out- 
right. Purchase price mentioned earlier 
had been $20,000. 

It is good to have the matter settled. 
Since DeKalb had acquired the property 
for park purposes, development of the 
acreage by the state will more than off- 
set the slight loss to the county on its 
original investment. Benefits which will 
accrue to DeKalb in the future will be 
enormous, 

Thus far the Stone Mountain Memo- 
rial Assn. seems to be operating on 
schedule and with considerable coopera- 
tion.

Changes Are Necessary 


In Rural School Setup 


Participants in the recent Regional 
Conference on Rural Life and Education 
focused attention on several challenges 
that must be met if the schools are to 
cope successfully with their present and 
future problems. 

W. A. Early, superintendent of Chat- 
ham County schools, pointed to “quality 
leadership and quality teachers” as the 
most vital needs in rural education now. 

Other leading educators warned 
against the use of outmoded teaching 
procedures and against the tendency of 
teachers in primary grades to use a wa- 
tered-down vocabulary in the classroom. 

Among the best suggestions made was 


that ealling for the sharing of the best 
teaching personne! on a county-wide basis. 
Under such an arrangement a _ good 
science instructor, for instance, could be 
moved from school to school. 


This would be a most welcome step 
away from the practice of regarding each 
school as a world unto itself. It’s time that 
more emphasis was placed upon coopera- 
tion between individual schools and school 
systems. 


Furthermore, population shifts make it 
imperative that school consolidations in 
rural areas be carried out at a much 
faster rate than they have been in the 
past. The day is approaching in some 
areas of Georgia when schools must be 
administered on a district rather than 
county level. Planning in that direction 
should be given immediate attention, 
much more than it has been receiving. 


‘Agonizing Reappraisal’ 
Due Latin America 


Whatever eélse may be said of 
Vice President Nixon’s visit to South 
America, it has shocked Washington and 
the American people into an awareness. of 
a situation both badly needed to know 
about. 


While it was an unpleasant way to 
learn, we now know there has been a 
dangerous deterioration of our relations 
with these South American neighbors. We 
also know this deterioration was made 
to order for Moscow and that the latter is 
using it shrewdly to undermine U.S. pres- 
tige and to infiltrate our sister continent. 

Above all—and this can be the most 
beneficial effect of the trip— it calls at- 
tention to our failures and the need to re- 
vise and improve our policies toward 
Latin America. 

It develops that our trade and aid 
programs get part of the blame. But 
this is not all that brought on ill-feel- 
ing. We have made such stupid mistakes 
as seeming to back ousted dictator Jimi- 
nez in Venezuela, who was granted asy- 
lum in the United States. 

Deep-seated resentments based on eco- 
nomic and political reasons and what 
many South Americans feel is neglect by 
the United States are now in the open. 
Certainly they cannot be ignored. 

So the greatest value of the Nixon 
trip, and apparently he also had a quick 
education, is the knowledge that all is 
not well. Knowing that, the next logical 
course is to find out the areas wherein 
we have failed and if possible to correct 
them.

Can Georgia Continue 
Its Industrial Growth? 


A recent survey by the Industrial & 
Agricultural Commission of Tennessee 
shows Georgia perched at the top of 
the ladder in industrial gains recorded 
in the Southeastern states during 1957. 

The statistics are impressive. In Geor- 
gia 250 new plants were established 
which represented an investment of 135 
million dollars and created 10,000 new 
jobs. In addition, 125 concerns already 
established spent 50 million dollars in 
expansions which led to employment of 
8,500 more workers. 

This is a record of which the state 
can be proud. It also lends emphasis to 
the first annual Georgia Industry Week 
which began Monday under sponsorship 
of several statewide organizations. Spe- 
cial programs will be staged to stress 
the importance of industry to the state 
and to develop an increased apprecia- 
tion of Georgia-made products. 

While marking up 1957 as a banner 
year, however, the state can ill afford 
to indulge in complacency in regard to 
the future. Competition among the in- 
dividual members of the Southeastern 
empire, as well as in all the other areas 
of the nation, to attract new industry 
will be keener than ever. 

Leaders who guide the destinies of 
manufacturing firms are going to be 
more particular than ever in choosing 
sites for plants. They will select those 
states that are best governed, where there 
is am atmosphere of efficiency, where 
the taxpayers get value received for their 
tax dollars, where schools, reads and 
other facilities are built on the basis of 
need rather than political expediency and 
where there is good relationship between 
labor and management. 

These and other requirements pcse 
a challenge Georgia must come to grips 
with if it is to have a future industrial 
gtowth at anywhere near the rate nec- 
essary for a healthier economy.

Atlanta—A great many people 
seem to be unaware of the fact, 
but railroad system of the United 
States is slowly headed for a 
downfall. They are also unaware 
that, except for highly specialized 
forms of pipelines, the efficiency 
of a steel wheel rolling on a steel 
rail is unsurpassed, least of all 
by those obnoxious long-distance 
trucks. To move 100,000 tons 
from New York to San Francisco 
takes 832,300 gallons of fuel by 
rail, 3,366,300 gallons by highway, 
4,346,100 gallons by water and 
20,801,200 gallons by air. 


The most necessary thing to 
be impressed on the public ‘and 
the economy which would go 
down with the railroads) is that 
it is by no means the fault of the 
rails themselves. They are being 
strangled by the biased and out- 
moded people who call themselves 
members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. These people 
still think the rails monopolize 
transportation and very unfairly 
favor other means of transporta- 
tion. 

As it stands now, the rails have 
no say whatsoever as to how to 
set rates and schedules. 

The airlines have. been subsi- 
dized five billion dollars and, to 
date, not one cent has been re- 
turned to the public.

Of Petty Political Bickering 


J. W. Fanning of the University of Georgia, perhaps the state’s 
leading authority on agricultural economics, has summed up well the 


changing situation in Georgia. 

“We are moving toward a time 
when we do not haye a distinct 
difference between * rural and 
urban population,” he said re- 
cently. “A great many people 
today live in rural areas, and 
often use city services at home. 
The city limit line is becoming 
largely imaginary.” 

Mr. Fanning has _ expressed 
what many farsighted Georgians 
have been thinking and saying for 
several years. 

Still there are those who work 
night and day to maintain bar- 
riers between urban and rural 
populations. Every political cam- 
paign, c tes try to outdo 
one another in sowing the seeds 
of dissension. 

This may still be good politics 
under the county unit system, but 
we have an idea that Georgians 
on the farm and in town are get- 
ting pretty fed up with all the 
malarkey. 

According to Mr. Fanning, 
Georgia’s farm population has 
decreased about 42 per cent since 


‘1940 while the urban population 


has increased some 62 per cent. 
_ This indicates that a substan- 


of  city-dwelling 


Georgians today were rural people 
only a few years ago. 

While most of us tend to de- 
plore the trend from rural to 
urban areas, changing conditions 
have made the shift inevitable. 
Due to farm mechanization, im- 


proved transportation and other 


factors, fewer workers are needed 
on the farm. 

The changing picture has been 
largely ignored by Georgia poli- 
ticians, many of whom have 
little or no compunctions about 
stirring up jealousies and hatred 
among Georgians who live in the 
city and on the farm. 

The sad thing is that in many 
cases both urban and rural people 
could reap benefits through co- 
operation. City-county and area- 
wide planning, for example, are 
needed all over Georgia. | 

Some day, we are persuaded, 
Georgians will realize the great 
cost of this city-county rivalry 
which has produced duplication of 
services and needless administra- 
tive costs. 

Meanwhile everyone, city and 
country dweller alike, is paying 
for our shortsigted, petty po- 
litically-inspired bickering.

Let’s Focus Light 
On the Full Facts 


In his sermon on “The Climate of Freedom,” 
Dr. W. B. Selah named six cardinal principles 
we should hold to in controversies over the race 
issue. Yesterday we considered four: (1) We must grar 


nents the same freedom we demand for ourselves. (2) Freedom of 
the pulpit must be maintained. (3) Let us quit calling our opponents 
names. (4) Only reason and love will win in the long run. 


Here are the other principles: 

(5) You can trust people to 
make the right decision if they 
are not put under pressure and 
if they are permitted to see every 
angle of a problem. Give truth 
and falsehood a fair field and in 
the end most men will choose 
the truth. Let them look at a 
problem long enough, let them 
hear all views of the matter, let 
them have time to put aside their 
own prejudices and still the clam- 
or of emotions—and they will do 
what is right and just. 

A good teacher will present, 
without bias, all points of view. 
He will encourage his students 
to read books that deal with all 
angles of the subject. Above all, 
he will remember that the main 
function of a school is not so 
much to tell a student what to 
think as it is to train him in the 
art of thinking. 

‘6) The Christian's supreme 
loyalty is to Jesus Christ. We are 
under moral obligations to follow 
the highest and best we know. 
Christ is the best we know. In 
His spirit we find the attitudes 
toward God and man that should 
characterize our conduct. 


Because our supreme loyalty 
is to Jesus Christ, we will lend 
every man our ear, but only God 
our conscience. 

In 1922 the Communists staged 
a parade in Moscow in which they 
carried a stuffed figure labeled 
“Almighty God.” When they 
reached Red Square they burned 
God in effigy.

Anderson Opposes 
Tax Cut at Present 


WASHINGTON—The most influential voice 
here advising the President and Congress against 
a massive across-the-board tax cut as a cure for e 
the recession is that of Secretary of the Treasury Robert B. Ander- 


son. Mr. Anderson's opposition to such a tax cut is not a matter of 
theory; he is perfectly willing to see the fullest resources of the 
government used to promote economic growth. 


He sees it as a meat-ax ap- 
proach which could do more 
harm than good and as unlikely 
to relieve the special kind of un- 
employment which has developed 
during the past nine months. 

Anderson's view undoubtedly 
parallels the President's. 

Since the secretary of the Treas- 
ury, himself an _ Eisenhower 
Democrat from Texas, carries 
considerable weight with the 
Democratic leaders of Congress, 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson, he is in an 
extremely strategic position to 
influence the final decision. 

The case against a big tax 
cut rests on three main propo- 
sitions: 

1. The circumstances are quite 
different from those which pre- 
vailed at the time of the tax cut 
in 1954. 

Then federal spending was low- 
er and was being cut back sub- 
stantially. The budget which 
President Truman prepared for 
1954 was 78 billion dollars. It was 
cut back by 13 billion dollars in 
1955 and actual spending by nine

billions. Now post-Sputnik spend- 
ing is not only higher but is rising. 

2. It is doubtful that an across- 
the-board tax cut would put 
money into those segments of the 
economy where most of the new 
unemployment is concentrated. 
Bear in mind that the downturn 
in activity and employment has 
been largely centered in the dur- 
able goods industries. 


3. If the end of the downturn 
is in sight, as some of the eco- 
nomic indicators suggest, the 
Treasury believes that a major 
consumer tax cut would be un- 
wise. It feels that the large defi- 
cits it would create would invite 
mere inflation as the economy 
picks up. 

What we have been experi- 
encing during the past nine 
months is due more to a buyers’ 
strike than to lack of purchasing 
power. 

This is why Secretary Ander- 
son still views an _ across-the- 
board tax cut as a minor. un- 
certain and perhaps a_ hurtful 
anli-recession measure. 


U.S.Can’t Atford To Wallow 


In Trough of Recession 


Behind the peculiar irresolution of U.S. government economic 
policy in the face of our most serious postwar recession lies one 
fundamental cause: fear of inflation. If the consumer price index 
would just oblige with lower demand and business activity, it would 
almost certainly remove this principal inhibition to more forceful 
government action to combat unemployment and economic stagna- 


tion. 


But the price level continues to 
defy what some call “the law of 
economic gravity” by creeping 
steadily upward. 

This development means there 
have been serious deficiencies in 
our understanding of economic 
“laws.”” In America’s huge in- 
dustrial economy, prices simply 
do not show the downward flexi- 
bility in periods of recession that 
had formerly been supposed. 

To be sure, the government 
could succeed if it adopted still 
sterner policies for the purpose 
of breaking the price trend (such 
as raising taxes, as Bernard Ba- 
ruch has proposed). Indeed, even 
without adopting harsher anti-in- 
flationary policies, it’s still possi- 
ble that the recession will be long 
and deep enough to do the job. 


At some point, if the down- 
ward course of the economy con- 
tinues, distress liquidation of in- 
ventories will set in and the gen- 
eral price level will start to tum- 
ble. But this event, we feel sure 
both on the basis of past experi- 
ence and on examination of the 
present structure of the American 
economy, would be the decisive 
factor that would produce cumu- 
lative cutbacks in business activ- 
ity and turn this recession into a 
full-fledged depression. There can 
scarcely be anyone left—however 
conservative—who would view

such an outcome as anything but 
an unmitigated catastrophe for 
the nation. It would be a catas- 
trophe in terms of human suffer- 
ing, political chaos or radical 
change in our present political- 
economic system, and in highly 
probable ruinous effects to the 
international strength of Amer- 
ica and the free world. 

We do not expect such a disas- 
ter. But it is not so impossible 
that we can deliberately risk it 
for the purpose of achieving sta- 
ble prices. Creeping inflation is 
an evil, beyond doubt, but a lesser 
evil than that of serious and pro- 
longed economic stagnation. And, 
though the risk of an economic 
collapse may not be great now, 
the risk of a period of a few 
years of economic stagnation is 
anything but remote today. Such 
stagnation would mean more un- 
employment of both men and re- 
sources and less growth than we 
need to maintain our political, 
economic and military lead over 
our Communist enemies. 


The United States simply cannot 
afford to risk such stagnation. 

There is no evidence that econ- 
omists yet have a completely 
sound solution for simultaneously 
achieving all the main objectives 
of economic policy — steady 
growth, high levels of employ- 
ment and price stability—or that 
the means to effect the solution 
exist even if one knew for sure 
what it was. Meanwhile, let’s put 
first things first and get the econ- 
omy back to work and growing 
again and, in that context, try to

However, the nation’s No, 1 defensive team laid its defense 
on the line in a private screening before the press. Auburn 
officials made it quite clear that they did not think that NCAA 
evidence warranted an additional three years of probation. In 
fact, they do not think the evidence warrants punishment. 

Auburn President Ralph Draughon asked the SEC Executive 
Committee to review the case, and the Atlanta huddle was arranged. 

At the press conference on the Plain, Auburn officials insisted 
all facts were presented; at least all of the facts which were pre-

Woodsman Loses Trail Woes in Camptire

modern, .civilized (it is claimed by some) man

is no’ too far removed from his Neanderthal ancestors. 
centuries, he is still gregarious, he wants the comfort of a 
in his make-up the urge to hunt and fish for meat 
has never burned dim, and he loves an open fire. 

That last is probably one of man’s most fas- 
cinating links with an obscure past. Through all 
the generations which have ranged the earth 
from his cave-dwelling days—and who knows how 
long before then—he has never lost one whit of 
his reverence or wonder of flames burning bright 
in the hours when the sun has gone. As they did 
with his Cro-Magnon brothers, they encompass 
him with their warmth, and throw a protective 
barrier between him and the night. 

At one time or another, every woodsman has 4 
witnessed this miracle of the wilderness, when Charles Elliott 
the simple creation of a campfire gave new life to his bone-weary 
party. On my hunting trips into big game country I have observed 
that one of the first acts of a guide when he gets into camp afier 
dark is to build a fire. His dudes gather around it and leave him 
free to unsaddle and unpack his horses, put up camp and do many 
other little chores for the comfort of the party, none of which 
change the tenor of the evening as much as his first act of setting 
his tinder and the larger wood above it ablaze. 

A campfire does not have to be necessary for warmth. It may 
not be needed for cooking or for light. It stimulates tired muscles, 
soothes jaded nerves worn thin by a tough day afoot or in the 
saddle. It is a tonic for the soul. 

We had ridden out a weary day along the ragged backbone 
of the Continental Divide. Our camp had been pulled before the 
stars winked out that morning and we watched the dawn flame 
crimson from an eleven thousand foot alpine meadow. All day long

To Clean Fish | 


The fish you catch this sum- 
mer will taste better if kept alive | 
on a stringer or if cleaned within | 
a few minutes after they are, 
caught. 

Fish left uncleaned for hours 
have a strong, unpleasant taste 
when cooked. Here are some sug- 
gestions for cleaning: 

Split the fish down the belly 
from the tail to within a quarter- 
inch of the gills. Insert fingers 
through the gills and pull to re- 
move gills and entrails in one mo- 
tion. 

With the thumbnail clean out 
the dark blood or kidney line 
alongside the inside backbone. 
Wash the fish inside and dry with 
grass, paper or cloth. 

If no ice is available, place the 
fish between layers of dry grass. 
Evaporation of moisture from the 
fish is a cooling process. Washing 
lightly before cooking will restore 
the moisture.

Do you remember your earliest fishing com- 
panion, maybe your father or grandfather, giv- 
ing his bait a generous coating of saliva?

fm Gasese makes ’em bite’’? 
Well, now that it’s scientific fact that saliva does attract 


fish, here’s a word of caution. Don’t use tobacco juice. It may be 
that nicotine drives fish away.

Give Vegetables a Change of Pace 
With These Unusual Combinations 


Peas and carrots, corn and 
lima beans, combinations that 
go together like ham and eggs. 
But like other traditional fa- 
vorites, vegetables profit from 
a change of pace. Peas, for ex- 


ample, can be mated with bean 
sprouts, and corn with toma- 
toes. Green beans might be 
combined with mushrooms for 
tonight’s dinner, or carrots 
cooked with onions. 


In every case the result is 
a new union of flavors. Part 
of the success belongs to mono- 
sodium glutamate. Three-quar- 
ers of a teaspoon to every four 
servings of vegetables and fla- 
vor reaches new heights. It 
brings out and blends the nat- 
ural flavor of all kinds of vege- 
tables, whether cooked in the 
oven, under the broiler, or on 
top of the stove.

Fresh 
vegetables should be kept cool 
(but not soaking) at all times, 
and once they’ve been put on 
or in the range they should be 
stirred as little as possible, All 
vegetables should be cooked 
until tender, but still crisp.

All weekend, since they called me and told me she was dead, 
I've been haunted by little memories of her. 

The death notices named her as Arizona Bell Edwards but 
she was known to hundreds of Atlantans simply as Arizona Bell. 
It was, as she would have explained, her ‘‘professional name’’—the 
one she used when she was a bareback rider with Buffalo Bill 
Cody. It’s the name you'll find in her scrapbooks when she was a 
champion walker in the West, back in the 80s or 90s, donning boots, 


a divided skirt and a broad-brimmed cowboy hat and walking from 
Cheyenne to Sacramento. 


She was known as Arizona Bell when she played in stock com- 
panies around the country. I can hear her now telling about it: 
‘‘Mary Pickford was a little girl then and the star of the show. 
She died in my arms every night.”’ 


And, of course, she was Mrs. Bell to the hundreds of Constitu- 
tion readers who used to buy their newspaper from her at the cor- 
ner of Broad and Walton streets every night. Mayor Hartsfield 
was one of those customers. Sometimes at night when he would 
work late at his law office in the Grant building he'd stop by and 
get an early edition of the paper and chat with Mrs. Bell a few 
minutes before he went home. It was a matter of pride with her 
that on occasion the mayor wouldn't have a nickel and she had 
the privilege of extending him credit. 

‘He's a pretty good risk,”’ she told me, chuckling happily. “If 
he owes me a nickel one day, the next day he'll make me take a 
dollar!”’ 


Her friendship with Mayor Hartsfield finally pushed Mrs. Bell 
Into doing something she had long considered ‘‘not the part of a 
lady.”’ At the age of 80-odd she registered and began voting! The 
League of Women Voters promptly signed her up, giving her what 
may be the only honorary dues-free membership on their roster. 


Mrs. Bell tried to pay her dues and for a time there was a little 
delicate maneuvering between her and the league officials. She put 
out the money and since they couldn't make her take the money 
back they would buy her its equivalent in a gift—something like a 
pair of shoes. 

She had tremendous pride, had my friend Mrs. Bell. She ac- 
cepted gifts but only from people she considered her true friends, 
her ‘‘boys,”’ the Atlanta Transit Company drivers, newspaper 
friends and favorite customers of long standing. 

In a way Mrs. Bell typified something special about Atlanta. 
She came here from another state and got a job selling papers. 
She didn’t have room rent the first night she was here and a circu- 
lation department official saw her dozing while she waited for her 
papers and allowed her to sleep in his car. When she did get 
money for a room she furnished it carefully, ornamenting it with 
pictures and mementos of the past and kept it spotlessly clean. 


. She made many of her clothes, including the bathing suits she 
wore for her annual birthday dive from the Grant Park board. She 
shared what she had with her neighbors and participated whole- 
heartedly in every civic and charitable enterprise she knew about. 
Every year until this one she donned a top hat and a bright yellow 
apron and joined the “‘Old Newsboys’’ parade for the benefit of the 
Cerebral Palsy school. I'll never forget her pride the year she 
paid income tax. 


She loved the town. She loved most of its citizens, from the 
pitiful old drunk she tried to hoist from the gutter to what-she 
called ‘“‘my sweet Buckhead friends.’’ She was absolutely devoted 
to Grady Hospital and during the recurring illnesses of the last 
few years she became something of a pet to the hospital's nurses 
and doctors. 

Now she’s gone and with her has gone much that is precious to 
all of us who love Atlanta—her generosity, her gallantry, and per- 
haps most of all that gaudy little gift of showmanship which made 
her one of our most authentic ‘“‘characters.”’

Surgery for Children 


Can Be a Nightmare 


The greatest emotional injustice done to children 
in this enlightened age, a New York doctor contends, 


is when they have operations. 


Parents and doctors 


combine to present the surgery as a casual experience 
—pleasant, or not too unpleasant; brief; and interest- 


ing.

for any one, and the nicest hos-

pital in the world is a fearful 
prison if you are very young, in 
pain, and have to stay there 
alone. Dr. Lester L. Coleman, a 
surgeon at the Manhattan Eye, 
Ear, and Throat hospital, says 
surgery can and should be a 
valuable growth experience to a 
child but usually Is a nightmare, 
the memory of which clings 
through life. 

He believes this is because 
parents and doctors are not 
courageous enough to explain 
“every single aspect of what 
awaits the child in the hospi- 
tal.”’ 

LIMITLESS VARIATIONS 


Dr. Coleman says there are 
limitless variations to the par- 
ents’ “‘initial lie.”’ Some children 
face tonsillectomies with little 
information other than that they 
are going to the hospital and 
will have “‘lots of ice cream.” 
Some are even told they are go- 
ing to visit a favorite relative or 
to enjoy a wonderful surprise 

Soon the trickery turns into 
horror, the child is filled with 
resentment, and “‘years of com- 
pensating kindnesses are often 
necessary to buy back the al- 
tered relationship.” 

Dr. Coleman notes that some 
hospitals contend the timid or 
obstreperous child can best be 
managed when the parents are 
not present. They report that a 
hospital stay with parents 
barred is highly successful. 

“It may be successful,’ Dr. 
Coleman says, “but for whom? 
Perhaps for the efficient admin- 
istration of the intricate hospi- 
tal routine. Certainty>not for 
the emotional ‘balance of the 
sensitive child. 

DARE WOT 

‘“‘We/dare not accept his ap- 
intel docile resignation as a 
true index of his emotional 
state. Innersand suppressed fear 
must not, be Mistaken for his 
acceptange of a\ painful situa- 
tion, pares te as terror often 
makes putting jt into words im- 
possible.” 

The psychological pitfalls as- 
sociated with any childhood op- 
eration—tonsillectomy, repair of 
a hernia, corrective surgery on 
the heart, foot, or eyes, the re- 
moval of teeth — are many.

1. Give the calm, 


forthright, and explan- 
ation of the reason and need for 


the operation. Do not idealize 


the post-operative joy. 

2. Do not discuss the opera 
tion in the child’s presence. He 
will reflect your ‘tension and 
anxiety. The 4- or 5-year-old 
need not be told until a day or 
two before the operation. 

3. Avoid the element of -sur- 
prise and confusion. Describe 
the hospital, operating room, 
and white gowned nurses. 

4. Explain that the anesthesia 
is to spare him pain during the 
operation. Assure him _ that 
forced sleep of. very short dur- 
ation is comforting 

5. See that one or both parents 
is with the child during the time 
immediately before and after 
the operation. The constant 
presence of one parent during 
the entire hospital stay is the 
greatest single contribution to 
the peace of the child. 

6. After the operation, let the 
child scream or cry if he needs 
to. He has been hurt, unneces- 
sarily he thinks. Let him voice 
his hostility.
